Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-4, 9, 11, 12, 56, drawn to composition comprising a small molecule, 
an RNAi molecule, an anti-sense molecule, a ribozyme or an antibody to either LPR4 or 
LPR8. 

Group II, claim(s) 13, 14, 16-18, 20, 46, 47, 50, 51 drawn to a method of treating 
composition comprising a small molecule, an RNAi molecule, an anti-sense molecule, a 
ribozyme or an antibody to LRP2, LPR4 or LPR8. 

Group III, claim(s) 52, drawn to peptide sequence of SEQ ID Nos 28-126. 

Group IV, claim(s) 53-55 drawn to nucleic acid encoding SEQ ID NO: 28-126. 

Group V, claim(s) 71 , 72, drawn to a composition comprising a polypeptide and 
antibody . 

The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The product claimed 
as first invention is not being used in the firs method since the first method in claim 13 
uses modulator of LRP2, which is anticipated by WO 03/095678 (IDS filed on 
1 1/21/2006). A national stage application shall relate to one invention only or to a group 
of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. When claims to 
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different categories are present in the application, the claims will be considered to have 
unity of invention if the claims are drawn only to one of the following combinations of 
categories: (1 ) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said 
product; (2) A product and a process of use of said product; (3) A product, a process 
specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and a use of the said product; 
(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out said 
process; or (5) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said 
product, and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out said process. 
If multiple products, processes of manufacture or uses are claimed, the first invention of 
the category first mentioned in the claims of the application will be considered as the 
main invention in the claims, see PCT article 17(3) (a) and 1 .476 (c), 37 C.F.R. 1 .475(b) 
and (d). Group I will be the main invention. After that, all other products and methods 
will be broken out as separate groups (see 37 CFR 1 .475(d).) 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.

different SEQ ID Nos have all different chemical structures and have different functions.
